H e was always - a peculiar 
man, having strange ways, btit up­ 
right in his dealings with his lellow- 
men.

AVAsniN0T0N,'Gct. 4. 1889. 
Sauntering about the lobbies and 
parlors of the Arlington and N or­ 
mandie and strolling through the 
streets 
of W ashington yesterday 
were a number of distinguished look­ 
ing men, w ith that iudesoflbable air 
obout them which a^ ouce stamped 
them as loreigners aud visitors to the 
city. They were the newly-arrived 
delegates to the Three Americas’ Con­ 
gress, and they were busily discuss­ 
ing the prospects oí the success of 
the Congress. W hile all of the dele­ 
gates are not yet la W ashington, 
they have all, witii the exception ol 
Senor Alphonso, the Chilian repre­ 
sentative arrived in America. 
Most 
of the delegates are diplomates of 
prominence, having passed the great­ 
er portion of their lives in tlie diplo­ 
matic service ol 
their resiiective 
countries. Many of them have at­ 
tended notable international confer­ 
ences and are peculiarly fitted for the 
present duty. Vvhen the Congress 
is called to order Wednesday morn­ 
ing and preceeded to the State De­ 
partm ent and presented credentials 
to Secretary Blaine, the delegates 
will be presented to President H ar­ 
rison, and a formal invitation will be 
extended by one of the United States 
commissioners to make a tour of the 
principal cities of the United States. 
There is no question as to the accep- 
auce of the invitation. The train 
which w ill bear the delegates is be­ 
lieved to be, in its appointments and 
in the arrangem ents for its journey, 
wiMimit pri'cedent in the hi<!tory >'1 
railroading. Congress appropriated 
$12-5,000 for the expenses of the con­ 
vention. Under this authority, and 
as iireliminary ,to the Convention, 
the State D epartm ent organized this 
tour of the cotumereiai and manu­ 
facturing cities of the United States, 
witli the prime object of showing the 
visitors the great natural resources of 
Xhe country. The am ount of labor 
required to bring this about will be 
apprccieted when it is known that in 
its forty-two days’ journeying the 
train will pass over the m ain line of 
thirty diflereut railway corporations 
passing through the states of Mary­ 
land, Delaware, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, New York, Rhode Island, 
MasBaohusetts, 
New 
Hampshire, 
■Maine, Connecticut, Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana, Illinois, W isconsin, Min­ 
nesota, Iowa, Nebraska, Missouri, 
and Kentucky—twenty in all. 
“ W hat’s good enough for AVilliam 
W hitney is good enough lor me,” is 
the remark which Secretary Tracy 
made to a iriead of ex Secretary 
AVhitney when they were discussing 
the affairs of the Navy Department 
recently.

THE LEGISLATURES 


Of tlie Billcrcui States to be Asked to 
Pass Laws to Stay Collections. 


A tiíAxta, October 2.—The session 
of the National, '"otton Committee oí 
the Farm ers’ Alliance last night was 
more important than the published 
proceedings indicate. 
They agreed 
to recommend through the usual 
channels that the various suh-Alli- 
ances begin an immediate action to­ 
ward having special sessions of the 
Legislatures of the different States 
called to pass stay laws to suspend 
the collection of debts for six months 
so that farmers may not be forced to 
sell their cotton until they can bring 
Liverpool to terms. The argument 
used is that Liverpool is using all the 
forces of commerce to crush and rob 
the farmers aud to defeat them in 
their -war against the bagging trust. 
One of the strongest weapons in the 
hands of the Liverpool people is the 
collection iaw-s of the various States. 
If these could be suspended, the far­ 
mers could hold their cotton aud 
break up the commercial rings, and 
thus compel Liverpool to accept, cot­ 
ton bagging and to raise the price of 
cotton. The Georgia Legislature is 
still in session and -will likely be the 
first called upon to take steps in de­ 
fense of the larm ers as against their 
enemies..

AVhat would we do if wo didn’t 
have the negro to write about and 
talk about? 
The newspapers and 
magazines are discussing the race 
problem continually and doing their 
best to Bolve.it. The people are pon­ 
dering over it at home bj^the fireside 
and all this 
shedding light and 
spreading knowledge and preparing 
the way forever may happen. 
B ut 
still there is nothing done nor likely 
to be done. It is toó big a thing to he 
hurried by anything that man can do. 
B y sure and slow degrees it will work 
itself out, but I recon we had better 
let it alone for a while and watch 
the workings of m anifest destiny. 
I 
thiuk that General Stfplyen -D. T-ee’s 
brief reply to" M i; Grady oficthe sub­ 
ject is the most seuaible thing that 
has been said or w'ritteu. H e is not 
alarmed about the situation and he 
lives in a negro country-.'; The appeal 
to Pharoali reads w ell and is the .re­ 
sult of thought and ro.search, but in 
this age theories are rudely knocked 
aside 'oy facts. 
W e theorized on the 
war and som e of our preachers said 
that if we didn’t -whip the fight they 
would loose faith in the providence 
of God. AVe theorized about m aking 
cotton and said that the w hite man 
oouldn’t.make it and the free negro 
wouldn’t. Ph.aroah says: 
“N o two 
dissim ilar races ever Jived together 
impeace.'!’ 
AA'hen the fact is the 
whites and blacks have been living 
together here at the south for a ceu- 
:turj-.' The last 25 years the negro 
has been a free man and we are liv­ 
ing in peace yet: about as much 
peace as could bo expected—in fact 
more peace than there is between la­ 
bor and capital in the w hite race. 
H e says there would have been .eni- 
migratiou to the'soiilh ioug . ago if 
the negro had not fieen here. Then 
we ought to thank the good Lord for 
protecting us from the auarchists and 
comm unists and the scum and pau­ 
pers of Europe. 
W e don’t invite im ­ 
migrants who are afraid of the ne­ 
gro. If the nejgro . has done ’ us : no 
other good, he has ensured us a good 
law-abidiug homogeneous patriotic 
population. H e has some bad traits, 
but X® don’t want to swap" him off 
for trash.. H is virtues are too much 
magnified by the north,, and so are 
his crimes b y'the sqiith.'■'As a race 
they are kind-liearted, generous, doc­ 
ile, good-natured, and at the same 
time, wasteful, careless—concerued 
for to day-, unconcerned for tomor­ 
row., and having more religion than 
piety, more fear than conscience. 
Bishop Galloway said in his great 
sermon at the tabernacle that Sam 
Houston was once traveling over 
Texas in a diligence, and two rob­ 
bers stopped the coach and robbed 
him and his companions of their 
money and watches, and, worst of 
all, took their lunch of biscuit and 
sausage and one of them unrolled it 
and greedily bit off a half of a sau­ 
sage, when the other jerked it vio­ 
lently away and’ sa id : “D on’t you 
eat that, you heathen fieretic—didn’t 
I tell you this morning that to-day 
was Good Friday, and y o u 
m usn’t 
eat any m eat.’! H e-had more reli- 
gl'ju than piety', and so with m ost of 
neg-oes. A little' stealing does not 
conflict with their religion. 
If you 
hire one it does not conflict w’ith his 
contract. AA’'e all recognize that eight 
dollars a month ro.eans eight dollars 
and perquisites. The law presumes 
malice when a man commits a crime 
but there is not a bit of m alice in a 
negro’s heart when he pilfers from 
you. Ho loves y-ou all the better for 
having som ething that he can nick 
up. H e t.akes it upon the idea that 
you have got it to space and won’t 
miss it, ami he wants it—that’s .ail. 
Another m istake 
that Pharaoh 
makes is in arraigning somebody for 
ever bringing the negroes here from 
Africa. 
AVe believe ihat it was a 
good t'niog and w isely , designed iiy 
Providence. AVhat would the 6,000, 
000, have been if their forefathers 
had been left in Africa ? About thir­ 
ty years ago there w-as a cargo of ue-- 
groes secretly landed on our co.ast. 
just 'below Savannah, and they were , 
sold and distributed among our far-; 
mers. I sa-w some of them .at CqIo^! 
uol Mpits in Colunihus. 
They were! 
working in his garden, or trying to,, 
work. They eouid.u’t apeak a word 
of E nglish and had to be trained by­ 
signs. They didn’t want their meaV 
cooked hut begged , for it w ith the! 
blood. But th e y w e r e docile, and 
soon learned to talk and got recon­ 
ciled to wearing clothes and eating 
like wffiits folks. Thc-y never pined 
away- or grieved .for their kindred or 
their country. 'Ihey made excellenf 
scrvauts,'and I'liave no ubuut hut 
that their children are now w ellX e- 
haved and civilized citizens. I have 
long ruminated over thi,a, aud m y 
faith is that our i,>re.thrci) ought to 
seud over there and get some more 
and civilize them as-yve have done. 
There is a broad field for their phi­ 
lanthropy. AVhy don’t those north­ 
ern negro preache.rs, who kicked up 
such a dust at Indianapolis the oshcr 
day, go over there and begin the mis-. 


sionary work. If the other great na­ 
tions had done as much for the negro 
as the south has done Africa would 
be civilized. But then there is an­ 
other serious question which Pha­ 
raoh’s advanced sheet has not dia- 
ouss'od. If the negro is sent away 
nnd colonized, w'iil he remain civil­ 
ized, or w ill hé relapse into barbari- 
Ism like they haA’e in H ayti and San 
Domingo: If history-and observa­ 
tion n rOvo an ythi n g , tb ey• prove th a t 
close contact w itii w hite man, depen- 
donce'hpbn him , are absolutely nec­ 
essary- for the prosperity- and happi- 
he.ss of the negro, I don’t mean sla­ 
very nor serfdom, but I mean a de­ 
pendent association. Thousauds of 
them are iu that condition now and 
they are the heat and happiest of 
their race. They are at work every 
day and earn their daily bread and 
give no trouble. Our colored towns­ 
m an,G assett, struck the key note iu 
his card to The Constitution. Let 
the negro go to work and ..atten d to 
his business and- he w ill have no 
trouble w ith the white race. 
It is 
idleness that is m aking all the fuss. 
B ut there is enough tbou,ghfu I con­ 
servatism in the thinking men—the 
leaders of both races—to keep down 
any conflict. Such negroes as Tay­ 
lor and'Turner and Prince and Gas­ 
sett. w ill control their race for peace 
and the bast interests of aU concern­ 
ed. If the' time coinés for them to go 
it w ill be because Providence has 
willed it. 
I said this to Mrs: Arp 
w hile she was sew ing some buttons 
on the boy-s’ garments, and she said 
she w asn’t ready for them to go yet. 
Sbe didn’t want Sicily M imms to go 
at all; nor A unt A ngelina Peacock, 
for when she can’t get one of tliem 
she ban get the other, and Angelina 
m.'ike.s the best silvér cake iu the 
world, and 
Sicily is the best all 
aróüiid cook in the world, and just 
goes along so quiet and gives her no 
trouble. 
A-!"big m outh' drayman 
came to the hack door for a trunk 
thisTnoruiugáud walked big into the 
kitchen and took his tobacco out of 
his mouth and took a drink out, of 
the kitchen dipper, and Mrs. Arp 
saw- him just in tim e and used lan­ 
guage on hiin-7-langiiage, nouns and 
adjectives and interjections. I ’Ji bet 
he don’t co.-ne here any more. 
Mrs. 
Sicily M im nissays its just such im­ 
pudent niggers as him what gets up 
all the fuss. The other uiglit my 
wife and I were corning home from 
church and ove,>.tqok a dude darky-, 
who had the arm clutch on his girl, 
and they crept along at a lover’s 
pace, which is about a half a m ile an 
hour, and the sidewalk was very nar­ 
row with a deep ditcli on one side, 
and they wouldn’t let us by nor turn 
out, but just spread them selves out 
in an aggravating way, and we had 
to creep along until we got to a cross 
street and my wife says it made her 
so mad that the preaching didn’t do 
her a hit of good. There are some 
lazy, trifling impudent negroes about 
and they- ought to be vagraiited, and 
there are some white folks who seem 
to think that it is uugentlem auly to 
work. The funniest thing is to see 
these educated negroes going about 
with fans in their hands and um ­ 
brellas raised on a cloudy- day when 
there is neither sunshine nor shower. 
They are trying to imitate the white 
folks and just over-do it a little— 
that’s all. A negro girl is as fond of 
finery as an Indian is of beads. 
She 
w ill pick cotton all the w-eek in sun 
and strut arnund under a parasol on 
Sunday. 
She w ill wear a fashiona­ 
ble hat and high 
heel shoes and 
black stockings if slie has to wash a 
month to get them. That’s after the 
w hite folks too, excepting the bad 
taste of the stockings, for the wo­ 
men do tell me that there ought to 
bo a pleasing contrast between the 
color of the skin and the color of the 
stockings, but as that is a matter that 
don’t concern me, I have no opinion. 
B ut I like the negro. 
I was raised 
with him and I know him , and know 
how to get -along w ith him , and I 
have no fe.irs of trouble if Sherman 
& Co. w ill let us alone. They- have 
not as many- sins to answer for as the 
white race, for money- is at the bot­ 
tom of m ost all iniquity, and as the 
negro has not got much of that nor 
much love for it, he does not do as 
much big devilm ent. Ho w ill steal 
and get onto the chain gang, but he 
is á very generous stealer. I have 
kuqw lLhim to steal watermelons 
from Nabor Freeman and bring them 
to j hiy;; cabins and get m y children to 
go out; arid help eat them . John Tho- 
"maa w!n.ui<| steal a molon for Carl iu 
a ininute; for in the- first place he 
loved to steal, and iu the n e st place 
’h e loved Carl, but he was the best 
njgro I ever saw except m y Tip. 
Tippecanoe, w ho was named for old 
General Harrison, and the*President 
oughi to do som ething for- him right 
no-.Vj forVlreckon he is the only liv ­ 
ing .darky ’who was- named for his 
grandfather. A stingy negro is a 
rarity but a stingy jvliite man is a 
very common institution. 
I was talking to Gus Bates about 
t.liat.Aiiii lie .«aid it was a race trait 
uf the' white folks—selfishness and 
covetousness and they coilldu’t help 
it, said he. 
“ One tim e 1 had a nabor 
who was so stingy- he wouldn’t dig 
fish bait on his own hand. H e came' 
to my house one day for a basket of 
peache.s and I helped him pick the 
basket fu ll and then asked him if his 
orchard had fadea to hit and he said 
no, he had right smart, but was feed- 
dng.tlicm to his hogs. 1 told a friend 


about it and he said, x k y , of course. 
I ’ve known Jack ever since he was a 
boy, and he used to make a fuss and. 
cry if his mother didn’t give him his 
full share of cantor oil w hen she was 
dosing the children for the summer 
com plaint.” 
jSut we. w ill w ait a little while 
longer, on this negro business. 
I was 
in M acon, M ississippi, last year, 
where there are thirty thousand ne­ 
groes and six luuusauti w hites in 
the county, and they were getting 
along in peace, and 1 reckon the rest 
of us can. 
A t all events, let us keep 
pegging away ou this line—Sherman 
or no Sherman. 
AVe are going to 
attend to our own domestic aflairs as 
long as yve l^ay;e;, any dom estics., 
B ile AÉP.

The Texans AA'antcil to Biiplize General 
Pel tus. 
Cor. Slontgnmory A Jvcrtlsor. 
Car teiisv ille, A la., Sept. 27.—I 
see in the daily of the 22d a notice of 
General Pettus, or the part he played 
in a desperate undertaking in retak­ 
ing a sm all fort or redoubt during the 
siege of 'A’icksburg. Tho facts ai^e 
these: 
The enem y did succeed in 
breaking a sm all portion of our hue 
and got possession of the fort. They 
could there enfilade the line, w-hicb 
they did for some distance ou each 
side. 
It vras a plain case, unless the 
line was rec.aptured, and that im m e­ 
diately-, Aijcksburg was lost. 
Gener­ 
al Lee ordered Colonel Shelly to 
send a portion of his command to 
make the attempt. 
H e sent three 
companies of as brave men as ever 
lived. The enem y had every-advan­ 
tage, and after a terrible struggle, 
what few men were left were forced 
to retreat. It was then that General 
Lee ordered Colonel Pettus to take 
the tine at all hazards. 
W all’s'I'ex- 
as Legion was held in reserve iu rear 
of the main line. 
Colonel Pettus 
w ent to the major and stated the ob­ 
ject of his v is it., Ho called his men 
to attention and told them plainly- of 
the awful undertaking. H e then ask 
ed for seventy'-five volunteers and the 
entire command stepped forward. 
A fter selecting soveuty'-five of them, 
w ith a rifle ou his shoulder, bayonet 
fixed, he commenced cra-wliug up the 
hill to tho fort, when iu a few steps 
of the place, by a signal from him, 
they all sprang forward and forced 
the enem y from the jjosition at the 
point of the bayonet. They retreated 
to the deep tronches in rear of tbe 
fort. H e ordered one of his men to 
tlirow over hand granades. They 
soon surrendered, some 200 iu num ­ 
ber, including a licutenant-colonel. 
AA’tien things became quiet one of the 
Texans remarked to bis 
friends: 
“ Boys, when w e ge.t out of liero. I ’m 
in favor of taking this fellow (Gener­ 
al Pettus) down to the river and bap­ 
tize him a Texan. D — 11 if he w on’t 
do!” 
History never has nor never w ill 
record a more gallant deed. 
And as 
evidence how it was appreciated, so 
soon as tiie ]japer could pass througli 
the proper channel, he was promoted 
from lieutenaut-colonel to brigadier- 
general for br.avery on the field. 
Co. H; 20th Alabama. 
N ote.—The above is not entirely 
correct. The miuiber of m en who 
w ent into the cliarge did uot exceed 
thirty- and tho number of men wiio 
surrendered was tw enty-nine pri­ 
vates and one lieutenant. The men 
engaged in the charge were not ex­ 
clusively Texans. Three men ot this 
county, who lived near Jacksonville 
volunteered and were iu tile cliarge. 
There names arc Tom Littlejohn, 
Jim AA’hite and .Tno. K . Landers. 
Littlejohn and Landers .survived the 
war and are still living near Jackson­ 
ville. The Alabama volunteers men­ 
tioned were from Co. B.'SOtlv A'la- 
bauia Regiment, 
commanded 
by 
Capt. John Francis, afterwards Col­ 
onel, who made up his company at 
Jacksonville. 
Several members of 
the company now live here and to 
them we are indebted for these facts.

The election in Ohattanoogu has an 
in tere^ Irom the fact that it was 
hold under a recent election law ol 
th at Btate on the A ustralian system, 
or one sim ilar to that proposed ior 
Alabama at the last session of the 
Legislature. The law provides that 
the tick etto .be voted shall be fur­ 
nished by the election managers to 
the voter, m a room provided for tliat 
purpose. 
The ticket contains the 
nominees of both parties and blanks 
for other names, if the voter desires 
to cast an independent vote. N oone 


18 allowed in the room where the vo­ 
ter prepares his ticket. He takes the 
ticket from the manager and makes 
a cross m ark opposite the names of 
those ho wants to vote for and these 
names are counted by the managers. 
It was designed to,,break up the sys­ 
tem, by which eiectbm icaders sup­ 
plied tickets to ignorant voters and 
voted them in gangs. It was design­ 
ed moreover to secure the absolute 
independence of the voter from party 
and outside influences. I t was fur­ 
ther designed to confuse and pmcti- 
cally disfranchise the 
voter who 
could not read. Under its oiieration it 
was thought m any ignorant negroes 
would lose their votes, and the Re­ 
publicans of Chattanooga 
cut up 
much over the lap-; but to the sur­ 
prise af a.erybody the Sepublieaii 
ticket was elected under it, by an in­ 
creased m ajority. 
This m ay be ac­ 
counted for by the fact that the 
publican nominee, Banker H art, is a 
popular business m an, once before 
Mayor, and who commanded many 
Democratic votes. I t may be further 
accounted for by the fact that the 
Democrats were too certain of vic­ 
tory under the new law and therefore 
did not poll a full vote. Moreover, 
there p-as some sharp practice on the 
part of the Republicans by which il­ 
literate negroes were enabled to vote 
the Republican ticket correctly. A 
Republican would enter the iiolliug 
booth and get a ticket and leave p-Uh- 
out voting it. This he would proper­ 
ly m ark and give to a negro. The ne­ 
gro p-onld then enter and be handed a 
ticket. This he would conceal and 
then vote the ticket handed him by 
the white m an beiore he entered. H e 
would bring the concealed ticket out 
w ith him , which would be marked 
properly and be voted by some other 
negro, who in turn p-ould bring out 
another blank ticket, and so on. 
The courts refused to enjoin the elec­ 
tion under the new lap-; but the tp-o 
judges did not hesitate to say that 
they thought the law unconstitution­ 
al. I t w ill now likely be tested. If 
found to be constitutional the nest 
Legislature p-ill no doubt so amend 
it as to prevent such aharii practice, 
and illiterates p-ill be practically 
barred their suffrage under its opera­ 
tion. 
M assachusetts and several 
ocher of the States N orth, E ast and 
W est have a sim ilar law. The recent 
election in M ontana was held under 
Buch a lap-. 


BLUE MOUNTAIN MINEBAh K. E. 
Since Mr. Gaboury’s return from 
New York he hjas_been very active 
in expediting the building of the 
Blue Mountain Mineral Bailp-ay. It 
was thought th at the cross ties could 
be had at Alpine, but when an agent 
w ent there, he found; that they had 
been purchased by the E. Tenn , Va. 

R. R. The'mills were then put 
to cutting them and the work is now 
going on. Shipm ent of steel rail is 
also being hurried forp-ard and in a 
very short while track laying will 
begin in Anniston and then grading 
w ill begin along the entire line as 
soon as bids can be advertised and 
contracts made. The m atter p-as not 
finally closed until a fep- hours pre­ 
vious to Mr. Gaboury’s departure 
from New York, and the progress 
made since then has been satisfacto­ 
ry to the friends of the enterprise. 
He is a liglitning p-orker and may 
be depended on to push matters as 
fast as the nature of the ease p-ill 
admit. Meanp-hlle both the people 
of Anniston and Jacksonville are fe­ 
licitating themselves over the pros­ 
pect of ail early union by a railway 
that p’ill prove a great benefit to 
both. 


In the local option law for Cal­ 
houn county, passed at the session 
of 1886-7, there Is an exception in fa­ 
vor of wines made from berries or 
grapes raised w ithin the State by 
the seller. The sale of such domes­ 
tic wine is perm itted in quantities 
not leas than one gallon. 
The Supreme Court of the State, 
in 73rd Alabama, in the case of Mc- 
Creary et als., vs. the State, has de­ 
cided that a sim ilar law for Monroe 
county IS in conflict p-ith the Con­ 
stitution of the United States, in that 
it discrim inates in fa-.-or of p-ines 
made p-ithin this State, and is there­ 
fore void. In the case mentioned 
McCreary. and otiiers 
were 
in­ 
dicted for selling domestic p-ine and 
convicted and the Supreme Court 
said they p-ere rightly convicted, be­ 
cause the law under which they 
claimed the right to sell p-as uncon­ 
stitutional and void. 
There is an impression abroad in 
this county that parties can sell 
blackberry or grape wine made w ith­ 
in the county, in quantities not less 
than a gallon, p-ithout violation of 
the prohibition law; but in the face 
of this decision it appears that this is 
not BO. 
W e m ention the fact in order that 
our readers may not get into trouble 
in this regard.

He 
is the best parliam entarian in Con­ 
gress and p-as greatly relied on to de­ 
feat the designs of the Republican 
party during the coming session of 
Congress; 
but, if his doctors are 
right, his voice will be then stilled in 
death and he p-ill be no longer pow­ 
erful for protection of Southern in­ 
terests agaiust the demands of the 
reckless and revolutionary Republi­ 
can party.

BLOODY BIRMINOIIAJi. 


Death of Gen. Clayton. 


Geu’l C layton,’.President of the 
Alabama State University died at 
Tuscaloosa the 13th,just.,.after an ill­ 
ness of two iveeks. Many of his old 
soldiers in this section" w ill iaourn 
his death. 
jMajor-General H enry D. Clayton 
was born in Pulaski county, Ga., on 
March 7,..1S27. H e came of a family 
prom inent in th a t state. His father, 
Mr. Nelson Clayton, removed to Ma­ 
con county, 
and in that portion 
w hich has since become a part of Lee, 
young Clayton spent some portion of 
his youth. 
H e w'as graduato'd at Em ory and 
H enry college in Virginia, and after- 
w'ard read law with Messrs. John G. 
&E1Í S. Shorter of Eufaula. -In 1849 
he began the practice of law in Clay­ 
ton, the county seat of Barbour land 
a place named for a distant relative 
of his. H e was successful from the 
beginning, and in 1857 entered the 
lov.-er house of the general assembly. 
He was still a member of that body 
when he answered the call to arm s in 
ISGl. 
General Clayton mustered into the 
service as á private but was at once 
ordered to Pensacola and put in com­ 
mand of the Alabama troops. He 
was made colouel <J. the first A la­ 
bama infantry regim ent and rem ain­ 
ed at Pensacola one year in command 
of th a t regiment. H e then organ­ 
ized the thirty-ninth Alabama and 
took part in tlie campaign that led 
up to 3>[urfresboro, where be was se­ 
verely ..wounded. 
Shortly after that he was pi omoted 
to brigadier-general, his brigade be­ 
ing compo.sed of the ISth, o6th, 32d, 
and 5Sth Alabama regiments. -His 
brigade bore a con."pieuous part in the 
battles of Chickamauga and New 
Hope and his own brilliant part led 
to his promotion as major-general. 
Clayton’s division was in all tbe sub­ 
sequent memorable campaigns and 
conflicts of the arm y of Teune.ssee 
lip to the surrender in N orth Caro­ 
lina. 
A t the close of the hn.qtilities Gen­ 
eral Clayton retired to his farm near 
Clayton, Alabama, but pursued that 
peaceful life only a short time. In 
1866 he was elected circuit judge, on­ 
ly to be deposed in 1.S6S by tbe rigors 
of reconstruction rule. On the re­ 
turn of the democratic party to pow­ 
er In the 70’s he was elected circuit 
judge and filled th a t office until ISS6, 
when he voluntarily declined a re­ 
nom ination to enter the race for gov­ 
ernor. 
Before the democratic state con­ 
vention of th a t year he was a leading 
candidate, but was defeated 
the 
present incumbent. Governor Seay. 
A m onth later he was elected pres­ 
ident of the state university, and 
filled th a t lofty station at the lime 
of his death. 


J. A. Osborne, a Diiniiiiy Comluclor, 
bhoots Sam Breivcr, a Jlcinber of 
tlic Fire Dciiartniciit. 
BxTiirixoTTAsr. Ala., Oct. 14.—Sam 
Brewer, a fireman of the Northside 
fire departm ent, was shot and pain­ 
fully though not necessarily fatallv 
wounded by 
A. Osborne, a eonduo- 
tor on the Bessemer dummy line, 
shortly ffitcr 11 o’clock tins inoruiug. 
Tlie scene of the shooting was in 
front of the police station, on Nine­ 
teenth street aud Fourth avenue. 
Osborne is locked up at the station. 
A News reporter saw him in the cell 
and got bis side of the story aud the 
cause of the shooting, which is in 
substance as follow.s: 
Osborne was conductor on the Bes­ 
semer dummy due here at 11 a. m. 
As his tram rounded the corner at 
Fourth avenue in front of the station 
house a number of iirem en were out 
with tbe bose .sprinkling the street. 
.Several vehicles were passing, and 
the firemen turned tbe stream on the 
ground, causing w ater and mud to 
tipatler in the cars and on the sides of 
the cars. Osborne 'was wet nearly all 
over, as well as some Of the passen­ 
gers. 
After the train had backed upon 
the “ Y ” and turned round, Osborne 
came down to the station house to 
enter complaint about the matter. 
He s.ays he went to a policeman and 
asked him who was the proper per­ 
son to make the com plaints before. 
The conductor was referred to Fire­ 
man .Sam Brewer, who was near by. 
Osborne saj's he approached Brew­ 
er .about the m atter, when the latter 
treated him discourteously, and they 
soon became involved in a quarrel. 
Osborne says that Brewer knocked 
him down and then the firemen hold 
him while Brewer struck him sever­ 
al severe blows. 
The combatauts 
were separated aud Osborne arrested. 
He w ent up stairs and gave bond. 
Osborne says that'goiiig b.aek dowu 
lie m et Brewer on the sidewall-:,, 
when the latter rem arked “ I am here 
yet.” 
Osborne replied by telling 
him th a t any man w ho would fight 
another when men were holding him 
was a coward 
Brewer knocked the 
conductor down and when the latter 
arose he drew a revolver and fired 
several shots, one of which struck 
Brewer in the left shoulder inflicting 
apainful wound. A nother ball struck 
the fireman’s watch. 
Osborne was arrested and locked 
up in the city prison. H e is badly 
bruised up 
himself. 
H is face is 
swollen and skinned up aud Ills sliiro 
spattered with blood. 
Brewer's injuries were dressed by 
a physician, after which be was re­ 
moved to tli.e hospital. -At last ac- 
eov.uts he was resting easy.

A M an’s Clothes Saturated W ith Oil 
And Then Set On Fire—He 
Rushes Madly Through 
The Streets. 


G r e e n v i l l e , Oct. .21 .—One of the 
most brutal, cruel, fiendish and in­ 
hum an deeds that was ever chroni­ 
cled in the history of this city hap­ 
pened here Friday night. It would 
rival in cruelty the practice of un­ 
civilized savages by the burning of 
their prisoners of war at the stake. 
Prof. Burk gave an exhibition of 
his trained horses under canvass in 
this city Friday. This show', like 
various other-exhibitions of a simi- 
. ar character, carry along a crowd of 
men whose business it is to look af­ 
ter the erection and Uikiug down of 
the tents, attend to the lighting of 
lamps, etc. 
After the performance W’as over a 
difficulty occurred betumeen Clarence 
Roberts, a white man, and Fred 
Goodwin, a negro, both empioj’es of 
the show. Roberts was superinten­ 
dent of the lights. In some m anner 
they became involved in a quarrel 
which resulted in the negro striking 
Roberts and the latter retaliating, by 
knocking the negro down. 
W hen 
the negro arose he .sivore he would 
get even with Roberts, and th at be­ 
fore long. They then jiroceeded to 
the depot whore the rest of the hands 
were loading the ears. A fter they 
arrived there they began to assist the 
others. 
Roberts feeling tired and 
B 'ornout w ith the days work, laid 
down upon the platform on the side 
of the railroad and soon fell asleep 
Then this negro demon decided that 
this would be a favorable opportuni­ 
ty to get his revenge." Seizing a can 
of gasoline standing near, he stealth- 
Ry approached the sleeping victim 
and emptied its contents upon him. 
As soon as thi.s ■u%'ts done Roberts 
awoke and asked tliis negro, wlio 
was still standing near gloating upon 
the success of his revenge soon to be 
fully accomplished, to hand him a 
light rem arking at the tim e that 
something had fallen upon him , and 
he w anted to see w hat it was. In ­ 
stead of giving him the light, wliich 
was a swinging torch usually used in 
circuses, 
the 
brute 
deliberately 
touched the torch to the unfortunate 
m an’s clothing which was thorough- 
I3" saturated w ith gasoline. 
As soon 
as the light touched Roberts clothing 
they imm ediately flashed up into a 
bright flame th a t almost enveloped 
his entire body. 
Several negroes 
were standing near and they rushed 
to his assistance. Giving vent to a 
loud heartrending yell, the poor m an 
began to make frantic efforts to tear 
hi.s clothes from his body. The fierce 
flames were alm ost impossible to be 
smothered, notw ithstanding the ef­ 
forts of th e negroes to the contrary. 
H e tore and snatched a t his clothing 
like a m adman but all to no avail. 
Seeing th at it was impossible to con­ 
quer the fl.ames, the poor m an, now 
fully crazed from his burns, ran 
down the street yelling and scream­ 
ing a t the top of his voice, “ help! 
help! 
I am burning up.” There 
were several men down In town v'ho 
had 
not 
yet 
retired, 
it 
being 
then about 1 o'clock a. m ., and 
they 
rushed 
to 
his 
as.sistauce. 
Roberts 
made 
a 
rush 
for 
the 
E hlbert hotel and ran up the steps, 
awakening the guests, still yelling at 
the top.of his voice. A young man, 
a printer, nam ed Jack Armstrong,: 
was the first to reach him, and had it 
not been for bis heroic and sensible 
efforts, Roberts would have been, in 
a few moments, a chared mass, of 
hum anity. Rushing up to him , by 
alm ost superhum an efforts. 
Arm ­ 
strong soon succeeded in tearing 
nearly all Roberts’ clothes ofi' and 
putting out the flames. 
B ut even 
this had h u t little effect in pacifying 
him, for he had been horribly burn­ 
ed. The flames, got in their most- 
deadly work on the middle portion 
of hia body, and the intestines were 
thei worst sufferers. The poor m an 
begged piteously to A rm strong and 
others to put an end to his sufferings 
by shooting him . 
They bad to run 
w ith him up and down the streets for 
fuUy two hours, as he was in such 
pain that it was impossible for him 
to rem ain a second in one place. Ho 
one except Armstrong, to whom he 
seemed to take a special liking, could 
do a thing w ith him . jSforphine was 
sent for, and Arm strong placed a 
quantity of it in his hand and, after 
pleading with, him for some time, 
managed to get him to swallovr it. 
Even enormous doses of this failed 
to allay his pains, besides some whis­ 
ky that was given him . B’iaaily he 
became wearied down and was car­ 
ried to a hotel and placed in bed. 
Drs. Kendrick and Thigpen had been 
summoned, and they imm ediately 
adm inistered a large 
riuantity of 
opiates, but ail efforts to get him to 
sleep were futile. I t is alm ost in- 
iw weli'ctTw t H s t 3.' m a ii SO 
badly burned could live ao long. Up 
to the. present tim e he is partially un­ 
der the influence of opiates and is 
resting as well as could be expected. 
H is chances for recovery are small. 
H is face, fortunately, osca^wd the 
Hhmesw 


As soon as it was found w hat had 
occurred Policeman Cicero H am rick 
arrested a negro who was supposed to 
be the one who perpetrated the deed. 
He was taken before Roberts, but 
proved'to be a friend of his, and one 
who had assisted in putting out the 
flames. This negro stated th a t he 
could point out the guilty one. The 
train owned by tlie show had left, 
soon after the occurrence, for Ever­ 
green, a station about forty-five miles 
south of liere. Taking this negro in 
charge Officer H am rick and. Sheriff 
J. Brown boarded the next train, and 
arriving in Evergreen, arrested the 
guilty negro, returning w ith him 
Saturday afternoon, 
Public sentim ent -was strongly in 
favor of taking the brute from the 
officers and burning him at the stake. 
An immense concourse of citizens 
gathered at the train to greet the 
officers and prisoner on their return. 
H ad it not been for the advice of 
cooler heads the excited people would 
have carried out their threat. H ad 
one word been spoken one hundred 
hands would have been stretched 
forth to grab the inhum an m onster. 
The 
officers 
w ith 
their 
pris­ 
oner proceeded to the jail followed 
by a large crowd of people who bore 
tlie resemblance 01 a mob when they 
arrived at the other end of town. After 
the prisoner had been safely placed 
behind the iron doors of the cell out 
of sight of the angry crowd, they 
soon disappeared. 
Your reporter 
asked permission to be granted an 
interview with the prisoner, which 
was .given him. 
The negro was 
brought out into the corridor of the 
ja il and cheerely gave the desired 
information. H e is a small negro 
who will weigh perhaps 1.50 pounds. 
W hen informed w hat was wanted 
he said: 
‘‘Is you de repoter of de A tlanta 
Constitution, boss?” 
Upon our telling him that this pa­ 
per would have an .'iccount of it, he 
said he rvas glad as his father would 
hear of it and write to him. H e gayo 
your reporter his nam e and said his 
home was Forsjd;h, Ga. He says th at 
Friday evening ju st as the show was 
over they had all started to the depot 
when it was found that a pair of ply- 
ors had been lost. H e spoke to Rob­ 
erts. and told him to go back after 
them. Roberts cursed him and told 
him he would.hit him in the nose. 
Theu Roberts struck him . He return­ 
ed the blow and Roberts knocked 
him down. They then U'ent to the 
depot each carrying a can of gasoline. 
He says th at Roberts spilled gasoline 
on his cloths on the way and they 
wore standing talking near the cars 
on which they had been lashing the 
circus paraphernalia. Roberts asked 
him for a torch. Ju sta s he handed 
it to him the lamp turned and Rob­ 
erts clothing caught on fire. H e tried 
to put out the blaze but Roberts ran 
away from him. H e let him go and 
ran into the car to sleep). He strenu­ 
ously denies having any intention of 
purposely setting Roberts’ clothing 
on fire, but it was evidently a pre­ 
m editated aflair judging from the 
evidence ot u’itnesses who state pos­ 
itively th at he swore to be revenged 
upon Roberts. Should Roberts 'die 
from his wounds there is a probabili­ 
ty that the negro will yet be lynched. 
H ad tne victim , who is a native of 
Memphis, Term., been one of our 
own citizens the prisoner would nev­ 
er have reached the jail. In the 
m eantime everything is quiet and no 
further trouble is apprehended. In 
this occurrence there is exhibited one 
of the m any heroic acts of a wander­ 
ing typo. Jack A rm strong is a mere 
boy in years, just upon the verge of 
manhood. 
But, 
though 
w hat is 
term ed a tram p pirinter, is of a good 
fam ily and has as large a heart as 
ever throbbed in hum an bosom.

I t is

lute cpuiet. No one is adm itted to see 
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enjoying myself. I have been: here 
three weeks to-day, b at I am n o t the 
prisoner. The whole people are in 
the jail. I'm the only free one. I 
wonder w hat the next move w ill 
he.»

■When the little money which they 
had- brought udth them was spent 
they scattered, Manj" of them made 
their way back to France. Jean Pau- 
iet, with his one child, Bose, a girl 
of twelve, remained. H is wife was 
dead. .lean earned a sm all sum oc­ 
casionally by teaching French to the 
children of tho neighboring planters. 
He. añd Rose were hajipj' and m errj' 
as’two cflildrim; but often they were 
hungry,.and-always shabbily clothed. 
One day, as usual, old Judge Pope 
called at Panlet’s cabin to smoke a 
pipe w ith him . - 
“ Mosheer,” he said, “I iiave an 
idea! 
W hy have you never applied 
for á pension? 
The country iias 
owed it to you for many years. The 
hack paym ents will am ount to a con­ 
siderable sum .” 
“Do you mean zat ze republique 
zall pay me for ze service I give it?” 
He drew him self up stiffly. 
“ Ho, 
sare l . Jean Paulet offered his body 
aud his life to ze help of ze American 
people.

■While our ■world-famous Avenue, 
well named for the Keystone State,

days, now coming on, it is one living 
panorama of grace and beauty. To 
sec it at its best you should walk at 
about the hour of sunset. The last 
rays of the declining day-god gild 
the great dome of the Capitol till it 
gleams as though it were a demi- 
globo of the iiue.si; burnished gold. 
The tall Smilhsbiiian towers to the 
southward staud out in sharp relief 
againat the hazy autumn evening 
sky. and a living human tide pours 
along the broad street. 
Mere during the Three Americas 
Conference and the late Trieunial 
Conclave of Knight.s Templar oue 
might .see a type of man or woman 
from almost every section which 
composes the great Kepubbc. This 
stout man with the diamond solita­ 
ries in his shirt front is a mine king 
from the far oirFaoific slope; next is 
the tall, lithe dweller on the distant 
prairie lands, whose every step 
marks the man whom free, open-air 
life has made familiar with nature 
and its mystic soul. There goes a 
group such as one miglit meet under 
the linden arbors of Berlin, or near 
the shady walks of Lung’ Arno, 
where the dwellers of Italy’s greatest 
art centre enjoy the evening breezes 
by the swift rivers rushing .stream 
The faces are of the purest Itali.an 
cast, and the language is that soft 
syllabled tougue tiiat has uiuilu U 
Tuscan the synonym for graceful- 
musical speech all over the wmrld 
English, Italian, tlie resonant Span­ 
ish and high-keyed French, that m.ay 
all be heard within the space of 
half square, remind the stranger of 
lauds a thousand leagues across the 
sea, but to the dweller in the Capital 
City they are as familiar as the lofty 
dome itself. 
But to the student of Amorie.an 
womankind is'ihe Avenue also inter­ 
esting, for here it is where the after­ 
noon shadows gfow longest and the 
occasion is propitious that every re­ 
gion (from the St. Lawrence to where 
warm summer seas lap the sandy 
beach of the islands of the Carolinas 
and Georgia and the pine-shaded 
coast of the great Mississippi sound) 
has its most perfect and fittest ropre- 
•seutations. 
There is much wonderment and 
some offensive empha.sis of speech 
not unmingled with profanity, at the 
order last week of President Benja­ 
min Harrison th-at hereafter Con­ 
gressman and Senators will he re­ 
ceived an hour and a half each day 
“and no other time.” The question 
with the fsith/ul is, “'St’hat in” (my 
letter being adapted lor » family 
journal I cannot possibly repeat the 
full sentence as it is usually ex­ 
pressed) “is he doing?” He cannot 
be preparing hi.s message, for it was 
understood that his almost live 
months’ sojourn at Deer Park was 
for the purpose of composing his 
mind to this -work amid the hills 
and dales of the idea-inspiring moun­ 
tain ranges to lofty and statesman­ 
like thoughts. What upon earth is 
ho doing then? is the inquiry going 
up, more or less mixed with profani­ 
ty, from one hundred and fifty Con­ 
gressmen, thirty-six Senators, and 
heaven alone knows how many thou­ 
sand ofTloo seekers. Democratic 
portmastera in large cities like Phil­ 
adelphia arc still drawing salaries 
Eepublic.ana would fain enjoy, and 
yet the President can onI.y be seen 
an hour and a half each day, "and 
no other time.” Hero is meat indeed 
for anger and wailing, and it is go­ 
ing on. 
The return of Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, accompanied by liis wife and 
daughters, to make tlieir homo in 
the city, baa proved a source of con­ 
gratulation to the resident and polit­ 
ical society of the place, as it is gen­ 
erally understood by the large circle 
of friends made fey the Minister since 
his arrival in our midst that he in­ 
tends to enter largely into all the so­ 
cial festivities of the winter months 
and in all respect.? to become identi­ 
fied-with the country. It is a pretty 
sight to watch the fine old gentle­ 
man, accompanied by liis trio of 
handsome daughters, taking their 
daily morning walks in the neigh­ 
borhood of Connecticut avenue, en­ 
gaged in animated conversation 
while walking at the brisk rate so 
customary'nmong English men and 
■women when engaged in their .'’avor- 
itc exercise. 
Gen. Baum’s appointment was the 
surprise of the day. His name had 
never been mentioned in connection 
with the Corarai.s.sioiiership in any 
public yray, and it was generally 
t'.iought in Washington that the re­ 
cipient Iiad finally retired from jnib- 
iic official life when he left the In­ 
ternal Bevenue Bureau.

Among its distingirish- 
od men, all of whuni were privates 
iu the rauk? were John Cochran, rs- 
gartiod by many the .ablest'man the 
State has ever produced; James D. 
Pugh, now United States Senator 
from Alabama; Henry R. Shorter, 
for many years a prominent lawyer 
and now prcsiijent of the Alabama 
Railroad Commi.ssion, and Edward 
Courtney Bullock, the most gifted 
man wo ever knew. Mr. Bullock 
w.as a State Senator tTheu the Con­ 
federate Government was organized, 
and was made the Chairman of a 
Committee appointed by the Legi.s- 
' Ifiture to meet Ivlr. Davis on the banks 
of the Chattahoochee and welcome 
him to the State. Mr. Bullock per­ 
formed the duty assigned him, and 
Mr. Davis pronounced his speech on 
the occasion the most eloquent he 
had ever heard. 
Clayton was soon made a brigadier- 
general, and subsequently rose to the 
rank of major-general and served 
with distinction under Generals 
Bragg and .Tohnston throughout the 
war.

W hen the gentlem an who.m th e re­ 
porter in terv iew ed '• left the scene, 
the m other was doing as w ell as 
could he expected under the nervous 
strain. 
The people for m iles around liad 
been afoused and w ere scouring the 
country. Blood hounds were sent 
for a t once and, no doubt, and all 
hope, th a t by the tinie th a t th is is 
in ty p e th eir hides w on’t hold their 
fiendish carcasses. 
M r. Sm ith is a poor m an, and the 
loss, of his house and tw o or three 
bales of cotton w'hich w ere iñ it, falls 
heavily on him , to say noth in g of 
th e terrible treatm en t to w hich his 
w'ife and child w ere subjected.

Statb op A labama, ) 
DEfARTaiENT OP E ducation, Í- 
Montoomert, Ala., Oct. 16,'89. ) 
To County and Township Superin­ 
tendents; 
I today mail to all county and dis­ 
trict superintondouts dividend sheets 
of tlieir apportionm ent of school 
funds. I would ask th at those be 
carefully examined, and if not oor- 
reut, that I be notified at once of any 
mistakes. 
The law requires meetings of pa­ 
rents to ho held the last Monday in 
this month for the loc.ition of public 
soiiooia ,".nd for tho apportionniont of 
public funds.-—-Tho law requires 
township superintendents to give ten 
d.ays' of the time and iiloce of these 
meetings. It is very desirable that 
these meetings should he well adver­ 
tised and well attended. 
These is 
no ofiicial duty required of county 
and township superintendents 
of 
more importance to tho proper ad­ 
m inistration of tlie school law than 
that pertaining to these- October 
meetings. 
County superiutcudents 
should notify township superinten 
dents before 
these , meetings the 
am ount of school funds for each race 
in each township, so that the action 
of the meeting may bo intelligent 
and final. The poll lax can hf esti­ 
mated on basis of former years, be­ 
ing very careful that tlie estimate 
does not e.xceed what will be col­ 
lected. Or if there is too mucli un­ 
certainty as to the poll tax that -will 
likely be collected, its apportionment 
can be postponed till collected or pro 
rated with the apportionment fund. 
A t tliis meeting tlie claims of ev­ 
ery child within school age, living in 
thu township at the time of the meet­ 
ing, should be considered, and its 
share of funds apportioned to some 
school house, either in or out of Ihe 
township, where it will most likely 
attend school if it attends anywhere. 
The share of the children -who will 
attend schools outside of the town­ 
ship or district sliould be set aside 
as a transfer fund, and the balance 
pro rated to the schools established 
in the townshii) in proportion to tlie 
number of children assigned each 
school house. 
TVhcre practicable, 
every child should have a school 
w ithin its reach, say two or three 
miles; but one good scliool, with 
thirty or forty pupils, coutinuiug in 
session six months, 
accomplishes 
more good than tvvo schooia with 
fifteen or twenty pupils, lasting but 
three months. 
AVc are now entering on a new 
school year under more favorable 
circumstances than ever before as to 
the am ount of school funds, and I 
sincerely hope that schooi ofilcers 
and teachers -will bestir themselves 
to renewed efforts to make 
o 
schools better than ever before. 
I do hope that every county super­ 
intendent will comply with the law 
ÍB holding county institutes. W hen 
the time and place is fixed I hope to 
be notified, as it is niy purpose to 
attend as many of these as the du­ 
ties of m y office will allow. Town­ 
ship superintendents should he care­ 
ful as to the character of teachers 
employed, for as the teachers so will 
be tho pupils, and as they are so will 
be Alabama in a few years.

Is He liesponsibie For Evil Flowing 
From tlie Ijiqiior lie Selisl 
A dispatch under recent d.ate from 
A tlanta tells how a very interesting 
queation is now pending in the Geor­ 
gia courts. It says: 
One of tho most unusual and pe­ 
culiar c.aacs that lia.s ever oome with­ 
in tlio jurisdiction of the Georgia 
courts was filed in the clerk’s office 
yesterday morning. 
Very few cases of a sim ilar charac­ 
ter have been tried in any part of the 
country, and that filed yesterday is 
probably the first of the kind on rec 
ord in Georgia. 
Tiio litigants are wcil known in A t­ 
lanta, tlie suit growing out of the 
killing of Neal Bolding by M. T. 
W hitlock, on the 56th of last April, 
in C. P. .Tohuson’s saloon on Alabama 
street. 
The outcome of tho trjpl, whlcli re­ 
sulted ill convicting 
AVhitlook of 
manslaughter is also well known. 
A t the time of the crime both Bel- 
diug and WUitiock were under the 
hilUiciico of liquor, and Mrs. Jessie 
Beldiiig, the wife of the slain man, 
bases the suit that was filed yester­ 
day on this ground. 
She charges 
tliat Capt. C. P. Jolmson, , the pro­ 
prietor of the saloon, sold liquor to 
W hitlock while under its influence, 
and that he and his clerks failed to 
interfere or avert the trouble after 
tlie two men had threatened each 
other. The plaintiff says that C. P. 
Johnson well true-w the feeling be­ 
tween her luisbaud and W hitlock, it 
having originated in his saloon in 
the I’oroiioon, after they liad spent 
considerable money at hi.s bar, and 
after both were more or less intoxi­ 
cated. I t is claimed that it was a 
duty of the propietor to protect his 
customer, but that said C. P. .Tohn- 
Bon failed to do so and was participa 
criminis, both in th at and in iur- 
nishiug liquor to the man who did 
the killing while he was in a state of 
into.xication. 
Mrs. Beldiug places her damage at 
J20,000, and make.s C. P. Johnson 
and M. T. W hitlock both parties to 
the suit. 
W hile this is probably the first 
case of its kind in the Georgia courts 
where a saloon keeper is hold re­ 
sponsible for the lile of a person 
killed on his jiremises, it is not w ith­ 
out precedent. In Pennsylvania re­ 
cently, a similar case was tried, and 
a verdict rendered in favor of tho 
plainiiff. 


SIvoots Her Hnsbaud Through the Heart 


with a Pistol, 


B r u n s w i c k , Ga., Oct. 21.—Owens 
íerrj-, in Camden county, was the 
scene of a bloody fight last night, in 
wliich Dan Mitchell was killed by .a 
ball from a pistol, which was fired by 
his wife. The news of the killing 
rcaohcd Brunswick tliis morning. It 
seems that there has been hard feel­ 
ing between Mitchell and his wife 
for some tim e past on account of 
some fam ily trouble. Many fights 
had ensued, in which the woman al­ 
ways got the worst of it. In fact the 
two nev'er met w ithout a revival of 
their feud. The couple separated and 
had not lived together for some time 
past. Tho parties armed tlicmselvos, 
and it was generally understood by 
those around Owens’ ferry, who had 
heard of tho family rupture, that 
should the mah and his wife meet, 
one or the other would be seriously 
injured. Last night Mitchell w ent 
to tho house where liLs wife was liv­ 
ing, and began to curse and abuse, 
at Ihe same time ruahiug toward the 
woman w ith an open knife, attem pt­ 
ing to cut her. Ho made a strike at 
the object of his auger, and ripped 
her dress waist down the front. As 
the m an cut at lier the woman drew 
a pistol from her pocket and fired. 
The ball struck Mitchell in the heart 
and killed him instantly. As M itch­ 
ell foil he exclaimed: “ Oh, Lordy, 
she's killed m e.’’ W ith these words 
life was gone, and the m an lay upon 
the floor, surrouadq^by a pool of his 
own blood, still grasping his his hand 
the knife witli which he had attem p­ 
ted to kill his wife. The coroner’s 
, ury returned a verdict justifyiugthe 
vvoman.
